Nothing in the law or the rules 
of the House provides that the 
chairman of a committee must 
be the member of the majority 
party with the longest service.

Eg yptian reaction to the U.S. cease-fire and peace 
talk s proposals cannot rig htly be called a break ­ 
throug h, but it could be a break . 
Althoug h Cairo is representing its reply as a 
positive response to the American proposal, past 
history dictates that assessment of Middle East 
events has to be qualified because of the uncer­ 
tainty that shadows that part of the world. 
SUBTLE CHANGES in the Cairo version of the 
U S. proposal and a reluctance on the part of the 
U.S. State Department to praise the Eg yptian reply 
are g ood reasons why It is best not to attach an ex­ 
cessive amount of sig nificance to the Eg yptian 
move. 
Nevertheless, Eg yptian diplomats have at least 
provided a hopeful sig n that the stalemate may be

ended throug h neg otiation rather than expanded 
warfare. 
It is to be remembered, however, that Israel 
ha s 
announced its opposition to a temporary cease-fire 
because of the fear that Eg ypt would use the lull 
to increase its military build-up. 
Hie concept of conducting both the cease-fire and 
the talk s under the umbrella of U.N. sponsorship 
seeming ly is a point lik ed by the Eg yptians. 
Al­ 
thoug h the United States and the Soviet Union are 
the two top powers in the org anization, their influ­ 
ence is somewhat diluted by the long membership 
roll which tends to reduce the imag e of "imposing ” 
a settlement on the Israelis and Arabs. 


THE CRUX OF THE issue still remains how sin­ 
cere the Israelis and Arabs really are about want­ 
ing a lasting peace, whether or not they can reach 
ag reement on the stick y problems. 
No one has the complete answer. That is why the 
search g oes on. 
But the latest Eg yptian move certainly is more 
acceptable than the steady stream of acrimonious 
chatter that normally flows from Cairo. 


Tricking the Termites 


Two trick y techniques made famous in literature 
are being employed by the Navy to help save the 
taxpayer money 
throug h 
cutting down on 
the 
amount of damag e done by the Navy's powerful 
foe of long standing —the termite. 
At its bases throug hout the world, the Navy has 
seen its building s destroyed, its piers damag ed 
and even observed the insulation from cables and 
electronic equipment being eaten. 
The wily insects elude pesticides and even have 
been k nown to chew safely throug h arsenic to g et 
at wood. They have penetrated lead shielding , 5 
inches of concrete and, in 
Australia, scientists 
found the voracious eatars had even scarred stain­ 
less steel. 
But the Navy, work ing with the University of 
Wisconsin, is planning to adopt a Pied Piper tech­ 
nique to lure the insects to their deaths. The ter­ 
mites leave scented trails to g uide their fellow 
termites to a feast. So by duplicating this scent the 
scientists hope to lead the termites into death traps. 
The Navy also is work ing with the University of 
Hawaii on a Trojan Horse technique which infects 
termite 
strag g lers with 
basteria-carrying 
fung i 
which they then carry back to the termite colony 
causing fatal epidemics. 
Annually the termites cause $250 million worth 
of property damag e in the United States alone, eat- 


cellulose and some 
ing almost anything that is 
thing s that aren’t. 
The cooperation between the Navy and the uni­ 
versities, in addition to hopefully solving the mili­ 
tary’s termite problem, may result in g reat saving s 
from termite damag e in the civilian world. It would 
be a welcome fallout of a military prog ram 


NLRB Attacked 


The fig ht to strip away some of the power of the 
National Labor Relations Board (NLRB) is being 
wag ed fiercely by Sen. John G. Tower, R-Tex. 
Testifying before a Senate judiciary subcommit­ 
tee, Sen. Tower said, 
"The performance of tne 
NLRB throug hout its 35 years is best characterized 
as trag ic ineptitude.” 
The senator was appearing in behalf of a bill he 
is sponsoring to transfer to federal courts jurisdic­ 
tion over cases involving charg es of unfair labor 
cases. 
Sen. Tower accused the NLRB of placing "the 
interest of larg e unions over the rig ht! of manag e­ 
ment, employes and small unions." 
The record is full of cases to support the sena­ 
tor's accusations. 
The NLRB’s days of unchalleng ed authority and 
patently unfair judg ments appear to be numbered. 


Ignorance Used for Control 


Americans, when they think about the Soviet Un­ 
ion and its apparent absence of sizable demonstra­ 
tions and protests, must wonder just how this is 
achieved when so many nations of the world suffer 
from these disruptive expressions of dissent. 
Occasionally we read of a minor fuss about a 
Russian intellectual being imprisoned without trial 
or sent to an insane asylum, and we are a little 
puzzled. 
But g enerally we are g iven the impression that 
conditions are relatively stable in the Soviet Union. 
The oficial propag anda would have us believe that 
all is well and that Mother Russia’s subjects all 
are devoted to her and content with their way of 
life. 
TO THE EXTENT that this is true it can be at­ 
tributed to political news control. The Communist 
party considers it essential that the mass of the 
people be k ept under a news black out. And those 
who oppose this policy are jailed or otherwise con­ 
fined. 
The theory is simple—if the people don’t k now 
the facts about what is g oing on, they can hardly 
criticize .They then must live on rumors and in fear. 
Ig norance is thus used as a sophisticated means of 
political control. 
But the Russian people would lik e to k now the 
facts and be able to discuss them. A writer for 
Editorial Research Reports, while in the Soviet 
Union, drew a Red Army captain into conversation. 
THE CAPTAIN EXPRESSED k een interest in 


look ing at a copy of the London Economist the 
writer had. Then, conceding he was an optimist, 
the captain said he hoped that some day it would 
be possible to purchase foreig n newspapers in Rus­ 
sia ag ain as it was in the days of Lenin. 
While the United States is being criticized by its 
own people for too much media exposure and many 
among us are mak ing conscious efforts to g et away 
from the never-ending din and spell of news im­ 
pact, Soviet citizens are trying to circumvent the 
news black out technique of their g overnment by 
printing and circulating underg round newspapers. 
These papers are circulated much lik e chain let­ 
ters in that each recipient prepares three carbon 
copies and passes them on to others, adding any 
news he may have at the end 
It seems amazing to Americans, the best-inform­ 
ed people in the world, that a nation of more than 
200 million people lik e the Soviet Union can actually 
be k ept in dark ness about much that is happening 
in the world. 
But it clearly is the case and quite possibly is 
one of the root causes of the continuing cold war.

The current wave of bombing s is indeed terrify­ 
ing . Every means should be tak en to stop it. Sim- 
ijarily every illeg al shooting is terrifying and ev- 
g ry means should be tak en to stop it. 
Despite the many laws ag ainst both illeg al bomb­ 
ing s and illeg al shooting s they proliferate. Tak e 
your choice of the inner city, coi.eg e eampus or 
affluent suburb, and you can find a bombing and-or 
a shooting . 
One of the major arg uments ag ainst g un control 
laws is that the citizenry would have no weapons 
for defense when the g reat revolution comes. Any 
reader of, say, Jack London, k nows that a bomb 
is a g ood defense ag ainst a mob.

Every k id with a chemistry set tried to mak e a 
bomb. I never succeeded .Probably just as well. 
But all this talk of us peaceful householders need­ 
ing g uns for the g reat revolution mak es me wish 
I had a couple bushels of little old bombs for self­ 
protection. 
If and when the revolution comes a lot of us who 
don’t have bombs will be reg retting it.

Forgotten U.S. Prisoners

NEW YORK - Rig ht. Those 
tig er cag es in the Poulo Condor 
(Con Son) prison are rotten. 
Their g uards are sadistic. The 
torture is white heat hell and 
monk ey-sized cells are not for 
humans. Rig ht. 
But where amid the outcry 
is there a strong voice sobbing 
for the American prisoners of 
war held by the g overnment in 
North Vietnam, cag ed by the 
underg round 
Communist 
cad­ 
res in Laos and imprisoned by 
the Viet Cong in South Viet­ 
nam? 
There is a voice, scarcely 
heard amid the din of those 
who always are horrified by 
Saig on’s depredations and nev­ 
er once tak e Hanoi as a per­ 
sonal insult. 
The voice is that of Ross Pe­ 
rot, the Dal­ 
las 
comput­ 
er 
g enius 
whom 
the 
public 
re­ 
calls 
most­ 
ly as the man 
with the mag ­ 
ic 
electron­ 
ic touch who 
lost over $100 
million 
dai­ 
ly for over a 
e i i.hkl 
week last May. 
I talk ed with Mr. Perot the 
other day shortly after he had 
used the trans-continental tele­ 
phone to urg e his South Viet­ 
namese friends to clean up Con 
Son. 
“Over 1,500 American prison­ 
ers of war are rotting in North 
Vietnam, Laos and South Viet­ 
nam ,” said 
Perot 
who 
has 
flown the world, k nock ed on all 
doors, beseeched all diplomats 
including the utterly scrutable 
Oriental 
envoys from 
Hanoi 
now in Paris, Stock holm and 
once in Cambodia. 
“ These men are k ept in bam­ 
boo cag es, caves, holes, chain­ 
ed to trees and held in solitary 
confinement. 
Some fo 
these 
men have been prisoners long ­ 
er than any other prisoner of 
war in our nation’s history.” 
There are scores of diplo­ 
mats who k now 
these 
g rim- 
nesses. There are Americans 
who have been to Hanoi (they 
shuttle in reg ularly) and who 
k now or should have k nown of 
the cag ed Americans. 
Lik e the 21 protesting sena­ 
tors, they bleed over the tig er 
cag es — thoug h some Ark an­ 
sas prisons are well up in that 
dark leag ue. Yet they will not 
antag onize Hanoi with a sing le 
harsh word, or even appeal for 
the 
Americans’ 
freedom, 
or 
even a quiet demand for the 
list of prisoners’ names 
so 
young women will k now if they 
are wives or widows and k ids 
will k now if they have a dad.

have very little interest in the 
prisoners of war,” Perot con­ 
tinued. “They will ag ree that 
upon completion of interrog a­ 
tion, a prisoner of war loses 
ail military 
sig nificance 
and 
becomes a burden to his cap­ 
tor, using food, facilities and 
g uards. 
“ As for food, the American 
prisoners live on a diet of fish 
heads, pumpk in stew and pig 
fat. I had this diet prepared 
for a number of newsmen. No 
one sampled it. You would have 
to be starving to eat it.” 
Yet some of the American 
soldiers, marines and airmen 
have been in the bamboo cag es 
for more than six years. Is a 
bamboo cag e more safe a ha­ 
ven, more comfortable a prison 
than a concrete tig er’s den? 
Yet nowhere but in the U.S 
is a voice or two raised in 
their behalf. One of those voic­ 
es is that of the long shore­ 
men’s leader, Johnny Bowers, 
toug h but soft-toned, icy but 
run throug h with the compas­ 
sion of a man who can't stand 
being shack led himself. 
Since April 13, “Johnny,” ex­ 
ecutive vice president of the 
110,000-member 
International 
Long shoremen’s 
Assn. 
(AFL- 
CIO) has ask ed the Soviet g ov­ 
ernment at least to g et the 
list of prisoners’ names from 
its ally, North Vietnam. Never 
has Mr. Bowers raised a “hard 
hat” issue 
in 
his 
attempted 
dialog ue. On that day he wrote 
to Soviet Ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynin, offering to end the 
union’s boycott of Soviet ships 
in Atlantic and Gulf Coast and 
Great Lak e ports if the USSR 
would help. 
Johnny Bowers is a barg ain­ 
er. His men, he said, would 
unload one Soviet freig hter or 
luxury liner 
for 
every 
five 
American 
prisoners 
of 
war 
which the Russians could con­ 
vince Hanoi to release. But all 
“Johnny" g ot was a loud si­ 
lence. 


HOWEVER, NOT SO silent 
has the Soviet press and radio 
been on the “tig er cag es.” And 
Hanoi’s daily Nhan Dan has 
excorciated 
the Con Son pris­ 
ons. And they say that Ameri­ 
can cong ressmen haven’t seen 
anything yet ’in South Vietnam. 


Now would 
be the time for 
these cong ressmen to petition 
Hanoi — on strictly a humani­ 
tarian, not political basis — for 
the chance to see Hanoi’s pris­ 
ons, pens 
and cells 
used for 
Americans 
and their own po­ 
litical prisoners. 
In effect, this is what Ross 
Perot has been urg ing during 
his chartered flig hts across the 
world. 
“The North Vietnamese con­ 
sider the 1,500 prisoners of war 
unimportant," Perot related to 
me. “In one conversation they 
said, 'Why 
all this fuss 
over 
just 1,500 men? These prison­ 
ers are unimportant.’ I tried 
to explain to them that in our 
country every life is precious, 
and that 200 million Americans 
can 
become 
deeply 
aroused 
over 1,500 helpless men being 
starved, tortued and beaten.” 
The 
North 
Vietnamese 
re­ 
plied that they did not believe 
Mr. Perot. 
"Your nation has lost over 
40.000 men in this war,” they 
told Perot. "Yet, after years 
at war, most of the American 
people have not become arous­ 
ed in any way, either for or 
ag ainst the war. Why should 
we believe that your people 
care about just 1,500 prison­ 
ers?" 
In this the enemy will 
be 
provtn rig ht if the horror bil­ 
lowing up over the tig er cag es 
is not matched by an outcry 
for the well-being of Americana 
in bamboo cag es.

ALTHOUGH 
PRESIDEN » 
Nasser of Eg ypt was in Mos­ 
cow for medical treatment, he 
had the opportunity to talk over 
the Middle East situation com­ 
prehensively with the Soviets, 
and his position now is appar­ 
ently more flexible than before. 
Informed sources in Washing ton 
reg ard the Eg yptian response 
as g iving hope for a neg otiated 
Mideast settlement. What’s real­ 
ly happening is that the ma­ 
chinery for work ing out a peace 
ag reement, as outlined last Jan­ 
uary by the Russians, has been 
supported by the United States 
and improved upon since in 
frequent interchang es with the 
state department. But the g ov­ 
ernment of Israel 
has 
some 
ideas, too, and the important 
fact is that prog ress is being 
made. 
One trump card held by the 
Soviet Union and 
the 
United 
States is that the Arabs and 
Israelis are both dependent upon 
the major powers for military 
assistance. Itonce, as the time 
oomes for a true« to be work ed 
out, the influence of Moscow 
and Washing ton is paramount. 
The objective, of course, is to 
g et a cease-fire in the fig hting 
and to persuade the Arabs and 
Israelis to pledg e themselves to 
accept the principles of the Un­ 
ited Nation’s resolution 
which 
calls for Israeli withdrawal from 
occupied Arab territory. The 
United States and Rusia, and 
possibly Britain 
and 
France, 
would be expected to approve a 
detailed peace plan and proce­ 
dure, and a mediator from the 
U.N. would neg otiate with the 
two sides on the basis of the 
outline. Apparently Israel’s at­ 
titude is not yet as cooperative 
as hoped for. Eg ypt, however, 
has indicated its willing ness to 
g ive full recog nition to Israel 
as an independent state—some­ 
thing that may be a pivotal fac­ 
tor in the neg otiations. 
Meanwhile, 
Israel continues 
to bomb Eg ypt, and there are 
reports of added arms 
ship­ 
ments from the Soviet Union to 
Libya, all of which causes con­ 
siderable concern. 
But it is 
quite possible that this is part 
of the strateg y sometimes used 
a prog ram for peace talk s. The 
to accelerate an ag reement on 
American proposals for a peace­ 
ful settlement of the Mideast 
conflict have been publicly g iv­ 
en support now by President 
Nasser. If the Israeli g overn­ 
ment does the same, the prob­ 
abilities are that the United 
Nations will play a big role in 
the conferences that will lead 
to a truce. 


INCIDENTALLY, 
President 
Nixon’s hesitation to send addi­ 
tional planes to Israel recently 
was part of a policy that could 
not be explained at the time be­ 
cause diplomatic conversations 
were g oing on with Moscow in 
an attempt to persuade 
the 
Eg yptians to ag ree to the main 
points of the American plan. 
If it turns out that diplomatic 
efforts of the Soviet 
and the 
United 
States 
g overnments 
work ing tog ether have solved 
the troubles between the Arab 
countries and Israel, the world 
will then expect something of a 
similar attempt to be tried in 
connection with the war in Viet­ 
nam. 
Unquestionably 
the So­ 
viets have a powerful influence 
with the Hanoi g overnment. 
All in all, peace moves are 
more in the news than they 
have been. If fig hting in the 
Middle East is terminated by a 
truce, the Soviet Union would 
be challeng ed to use its influ­ 
ence with Hanoi to find a way 
to neg otiate an early cease-fire 
between North and South Viet­ 
nam.

Home Canning 


Process for New 


Tomatoes Cited 


New low-acid tomato varie­ 
ties require new home canning 
methods for safety, according 
to Ann 
Riedel, 
Columbiana 
County extension agent for home 
economics. 
She said food spoilage organ­ 
isms normally present in to­ 
matoes may not be destroyed 
during processing by regularly 
accepted methods because the 
acid content is low. 
Some of the new low - acid 
varieties developed in recent 
years are Heinz 14451, Chico 
111, Harvester, MD87A, Labon- 
ita and Bouncer. Other new va­ 
rieties are being released each 
year. 
Mrs. Riedel said the method 
recommended for home canning 
of the low-acid varieties in­ 
volves raising the acid content 
by adding citric acid or lemon 
juice. Food technologv research­ 
ers at Ohio State University 
recommend the following proc- 


1. After washing tomatoes, 
dip in boiling water from 20 to 
40 seconds and immerse in cold 
water to remove skins. Remove 
stem and core. 
2. For whole-pack, quartered 
or chunked tomatoes, fill con­ 
tainers to 90 per cent of ca­ 
pacity to allow headspace. Do 
not crush fruits. 
3. Cover with 
hot tomato 
juice made by pressing large 
fruits through a colander or 
sieve. 
4 For each pint container 
add 4 teaspoon salt and 4 
teaspoon citric acid or 4 tea­ 
spoon lemon juice. 
5. Exhaust air by heating in 
water bath with unsealed lids 
for five to seven minutes in 
boiling water. This step helps 
form a good vacuum in jar and 
helps prevent color and flavor 
changes. 
6. Put lids on containers. 
7. Add water to cover tops of 
jars. Process pints in boiling 
water bath for 20 minutes and 
quarts for 30 minutes. 
Mrs. Riedel said home can- 
ning of juice from low-acid to­ 
matoes is not recommended. 
Researchers 
have 
observed 
much flat sour spoilage in sam­ 
ples of home canned tomato 
juice in recent years and rec­ 
ognize the difficulty of home 
canning the juice, she explain­ 
ed. 
“ Canning tomatoes in 
the 
home” is one of several bulle­ 
tins on home canning and freez­ 
ing available from the Coopera­ 
tive Extension Service, 113 S 
Market St., Lisbon.

The Treasury’s breakdown is 
one facet of a major campaign 
to urge public support for reve­ 
nue sharing, which has lan­ 
guished for almost 11 months In 
congressional committees. 
President Nixon, in an unpub­ 
licized memorandum to senior 
administration officials late last 
month, called the plan “ the fi­ 
nancial heart of the New Feder­ 
alism” and urged them “ to 
make known, at every suitable 
occasion, our strong desire to 
secure its enactment in 1970.” 
Former Budget Director Rob­ 
ert P. Mayo gave the program a 
plug in an interview this week, 
urging that revenue sharing be 
made “ a matter of high national 
priority.” 
Nevertheless, Congress has 
shown little enthusiasm for the 
plan since Treasury Secretary 
David M. Kennedy sent it the 
administration bill last Septem­ 
ber. 
Wilbur D. Mills of Arkansas, 
the Democratic chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, has let it be known he 
doesn’t want to be responsible 
for raising money the state gov­ 
ernors will spend because he 
feels the right to spend govern­ 
ment money goes hand in hand 
with the responsibility to tax. 
The most vocal advocates 
have been Murray L. Weiden- 
baum, assistant Treasury secre­ 
tary for economic affairs, and 
Robert L. Joss, his assistant. 
Weidenbaum and Joss have 


made dozens of speeches to lo­ 
cal government officials and re­ 
port they have the support of 
“every major organization of 
potential beneficiaries,” such as 
governors, mayors and city 
managers. 
They prepared the long city- 
by-city table, which has not yet 
been officially released but is 
near completion. 
Under the revenue sharing 
plan, each state’s allocation 
would be figured according to 
its population and “revenue ef­ 
fort”—the taxes it collects in 
proportion to its total personal 
income.

Davis May Run for
